He is of Humane 
Stature, but ten:{er limbed. The bottoms of his Feet are white, and fo are the inſides of his 
Hands, like unto the Shells of a Sea Tortoiſe. He is about 10 years old, and is named Bur- 
zardin., His Mother admiring her monſtrous Child-bearing, kept him ſecretly, fo that it was 
not publick in the Country, (he in the mean time, often dipping and waſhing him all over in 
water, thinking and hoping that thereby the Scales would fall off 3 but God Almighty was plea- 
ſed that he (hould retain them, thereby to ſhew to the World, that Nature had brought to light 
ſo Monſtrous a Birth, covered all over with Scales hike a Fiſh, and the moſt aſtoniſhing Objet 
that ever any Man beheld.
